of the State Board 
of Charities, just of Free 
filed. Here are some Dispensaries. 
passages culled from 
an advance copy of the board’s annual re- 
port, which was submitted to the Legisla- 
ture at Albany tonight: 

In the Borough of Manhattan there are 
sixty-six or more dispensaries, and from 
fifty-seven of these the board has received 
reports for the last year. These reports 
show 1,043,428 cases treated and 1,674,280 
prescriptions furnished, an average of 18,305 
cases and 29,373 prescriptions to each dis- 
pensary. Making use of these same aver- 
ages for the nine dispensaries whose re- 
ports are not yet filed indicates the treat- 
ment of 1,208,173 cases and the furnishing 
of 2.008.087: in this.

Blizzard Comes and Goes and 
the Temperature Drops. 


WIND ENDS A MAN’S LIFE. 


Laborer Blown from Ninety-Foot 
Cupola in South Chicago. 


MANY TRAINS ARE DELAYED 


Chicago is icebound. A cold wave pounced 
on the snow, slush, and water that covered 
the city last night and at midnight was fast 
turning it all into solidice. By this morning 
the temperature will have dropped io 10° 
above zero, a fall of 20° from what it was a 
dozen hours ago. 

Storm No. 2, duly scheduled by the Weath- 
er department, arrived in the city promptly 
on time. True to promise, it was one of the 
worst blizzards and most characteristic 
“northers”’ that Chicago has experienced 
for years. All day long snow, sleet, and rain 
fell fast and furious, hurried along by a wind 
that blew at the phenomenal rate of sixty- 
five miles an hour. 

Railroad trains were hours off their sched- 
ules, suburban trains went dead on the 
tracks, and suburban street cars were aban- 
doned in the middie of snow-covered pral; 
ries. Telegraph and telephone wires were 
lucky and did not suffer as on Saturday 
night. The high temperature averted the 
danger from this source. 

In the down-town district and along the 
avenues the furious wind defied the efforts 
of pedestrians. Women caught in the gale 
at such points as the Masonic Temple cor- 
ner were blown back into sheltering side 
streets or forced to anchor to lampposts 
until rescued by policemen or lusty passers- 
Today will be in striking contrast to 
the war of elements that raged yesterday. 
For yesterday, with its sixty-five mille wind, 


its blinding snow-storm and pelting hail, 


was emphatically a day of action. Today 
will be a period of calm. The city will be in 
bands of ice, and overhead will be a reason- 
ably clear sky. 


Blown from a High Tower. 


One fatality was reported from South Chi- 
cago. While the wind was raging at 3 p. m. 
Carlo Musuchi an Italian laborer, was 
swept by the gale from the top of the gas 
tower in the Iroquois furnace company’s 
foundry yards and was crushed to death on 
the pavement ninety feet below. As he 
Jaborer fell his body described circles and 


| was swept 80 far by the storm that it struck 


forty feet away from the base of the tower. 

Domino Elizo, who was following Musuchi 
up the narrow iron ladder to the railed top 
of the cupola, saw his fellow-laborer as he 
was thrown against the railing and was the 
horrified ‘witness of his companion’s fall. 
A number of werkmen were clearing the 


snow from the court below, when they 
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the interior and 
i stepped first from the freight 


the two started up the storm swept sides 
of the brick cupola on the frail rungs of the 
iron ladder. It was with great difficulty that 
the ascent was made, as the two were sup- 
porting the piece of iron, which was almost 
torn from their grasp by the wind. 

As Musuchi reached the top of the iadder 
he crept upon the roof and drew the sheet- 
iron behind him. As he straightened up with 
the iron against his body he was thrown 
six feet against the iron railing which sur- 
rounded the narrow inclosure. A piece of 
the railing was torn out by the force of the 
shock and the laborer was blown over the 
head of his companion, who was powerless 
to help him. The companion then crept down 
the ladder to the roof of the building, and 
when he had descended in the elevator he 
found the body of his friend surrounded by 
workmen who had gathered from all parts 
of the factory.

LITIGATION OVER BE. n. WARD'S MIL- 
LIONS ENDS IN MICHIGAN. | 


Supreme Court Dismisses the Com- 
Plaint Brought by Several of the 
Heirs Against Orrin W. Potter of 
Chicago, Executor of the Estate— 
Holds That the Complainants Make 
a Plausible Showing, bat Fall to 
Furnish Facts to Sustain Claims. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 25.-—-|Special.}—The 
controversy between the heirs of Eber B. 
Ward of Detroit over the disposition of a 
portion of his estate, Involving at least 
$1,000,000, which has been in the courts for 
several years, was settled by the Supreme 
Court today. Ward was three times mar- 
ried, and the children of the several unions 
were at war over the management and dis- 
tribution of the estate. A number of them 
brought suit agaiast the executor, Orrin W. 
Potter of Chicago, including Catherine I. 
Cameron, who was the second wife and the 
mother of the Princess de Chimay, her 
brothers, Thomas J. and John B. Lyon, and 
the Illinots Steel company, which is the suc- 
cessor of the North Chicago Rolling Mill 
company. - 5 

The controversy involved the disposition 
of stock in the North Chicago rolling mill, 
the Pneumatic Steel company, the Milwau- 
kee Iron company, the Wyandétte roiling 
mill, the New England Mining company, and 
the Flint and Pére Marquette railway com- 
pany, also Burlington and Southwestern rail- 
road bonds and land in Chicago and other 
places. 

At the time of Ward’s death his estate was 
seriously incumbered, it being claimed that 
his obligations aggregated $1,500,000 and his 
assets $6,000,000. The complainants claim 
that through collusion Executor Potter and 
other defendants unlawfully acquired large 
sums at the expense of the estate by allowing 
and paying unjust claims and by purchasing 
assets at prices far below their fair value. 
They pointed out that Potter suddenly be- 
came rich by methods not explained, and 
stress Was laid on the alleged refusal to pro- 
duce in evidence certain books and corre- 
spondence. 

In deciding the case the Supreme Court 
found that at the time of Ward’s death in 
1875 many of the companies in which he 
was interested were in a very bad way, some 
of them subsequently yielding to the pres- 
sure of the hard times. While it was true 
that the circumstances of the estate afforded 
an opportunity for speculation on the part 
of the executor, and complainants presented 
facts in a way that made a plausible show-. 
ing that he may have availed, himself of it, 
yet the court was unable to say that the 
claim was sustained. The court did not feel 
justified in deciding the case on the refusal 
to produce documents the contents of which 
were mere conjectures. It therefore dis- 
missed the complainant's bill. 7

SHIP SEEMED TO FILL AT ONCE, 


New York, Jan. 25.—[{Special.]—The foun- 
dering of the steamer Tilley off Barnegat on 
Sunday, the loss of four of its crew, and the 
narrow escape of nineteen others is believed 
by the Cubans in this city to have been due 
to the presence of a Spanish traitor on board. 
News of the foundering of the Tille 
reached this city today. The ship is said to 
have been a filibuster, and to have had large 
quantities of dynamite and arms for the 
Cubans on board. 

There are several reasons ‘given for this 
belief. Onc is that the Hawkins went ddwn 
in just such a manner two years ago when 
bound on a similar errand, and, again, though 
the ship was old and battered and due to go 
down if any such furious weather was en- 
countered as on last Sunday, nevertheless, 
the ship didn’t begin to leak gradually, but 
seemed to fill all at once. 

The leaking of the old hulk was not noticed 
at all until it béeame dangerous. Though 
such grounds for believing in treachery are 

ot vety substantial and cannot be verified, 
the suspicion is still entertained by many 
who were interested in the vessel's mission. 

An interesting coincidence in the wreck of 
the Tilley is the fact that Dynamite John- 
nie O’Brien, who has been connected with 
many filibustering. expeditions,. was on 
board the Hawkins two years ago. O’Brien 
had been under surveillance at his home in 
Kearney, N. J., for some time, but by caus- 
ing the report to be circulated that he was 
ill of typhoid fever he succeeded in evading 
the detectives set by the Spanish to water 
him and slipped out the back way.

Paris, Jan. 25.—[Copyright, 1898, by W. R. 
Mearst. Emile Zola, who received me at 9 
o’clock this morning, said that for the last 
month he has not granted a single interview. 
He stated that into the details of the trial he 
could not enter, being bound by oath with 
his counsel, Maitre Labor, not to divulge 
the plan of defense. He said: 

“I deny with all the emphasts of which I 
am capable that I ever wished to Insult the 
French army. It is a monstrous accusation. 
My books, every one, betray my deep affec- 
tion for the French nation, and what is the 
army since the advent of universal con- 
scription but a nation in arms? 1 have ac- 
khowledged over and over again the splen- 
did heroism of the French army and the 


arms at the first call by France.” 

Zola spoke with deep emotion. Literally 
tears welled up in his eyes. He continued by 
saying: “I am not fearful of the conse- 
quences. In this trial the authorities dare 
not drive me to extremities. I am known 
as a man who cannot be too far trified with. 
I believe that in heart the government Is 
very sorry to have to prosecute me. I re- 
joice, however, in this prosecution, because 
whatever its issue may be to me, it must 
bring on & remission of the Dreyfus trial. 
After the Esterhazy trial the people were 
saying the affair was now settled, and that 
but for my action no doubt the revision 
would have been shelved. Now it must 
come. Later on they will say the revision 
would of course have been granted eventu- 
ally; it Was quite unnecessary for Zola to 
act as he did. That is what Louis XVI. said 
when the revolution broke out: It's quite 


unnecessary; I intend to grant the people 
liberty.’ '

The reve- 
lation of his innocence came to me just be- 
fore I wrote the first article in Figaro. As 
soon as this conviction was acquired I hesi- 
tated not a moment, though well aware what 
it would efitall upon me.

SNOW INTERFERES WITH TRAINS 


Those from the West Suffer the Most— 
Mails Meet with De- ö 


lays. 


Trains from the west were generally late 
yesterday, those from the southwest and 
middle west being from half an hour to three 
hours behind time. The easterniand south- 
ern trains were for the most paft nearly on 
time, while the trains from the north were 
mostly but a few minutes meer schedule. 


The western trains encounter Monday 
night’s storm on the other side of the Missis- 
sippi, and in many instances were delayed 
several hours. They attempted to make up 
time, and during the day caught up a few 
hours, but in no instance were the western 
trains able to arrive on scheduled time. 

The mails from the west were all delayed, 
and as far as is known it will be far into to- 
day before the usual deliveries gan be made 
om time. The early morning mails were not 
interfered with by the storm, but after 9 
o‘clock it was found by the postoffice au- 
thorities impossible to send out the western 
mail in the usual deliveries. 

For several hours during the day the 
clerks in the Postoffice had no Western mail 
to handle. Every effort was made to get 
the mail sorted and distributed, but when the 
last delivery was sent out at least a dozen 
Western trains remained to be heard from. 

The mail trains on the Lake Shore road 
were on an average twenty-five minutes late; 
on the Rock Island about one hour late: 
on the Nickel Plate only a few fainutes be- 
hind time; on the IIlinois Centra Big Four, 
Erie, Pennsylvania, and Wabash they were 
running on practically scheduled time. The 
St. Paul, Northwestern, and Wisconsin Cen- 
eral were all behind time, and in some in- 
stances trains on these roads were from an 
hour to two or three hours behirj time. 

Suburban traffic was not matergally inter- 
fered with by the storm. Trains were from 
ten to forty minutes late during the early 
morning hours, but in the afternoon the 
tracks had been cleared and trains made the 
usual time. There was some interference 
in the evening in the Illinois Central sub- 
urban service, owing to piles of siow. 

The delivery of mails in the outlying dis- 
tricts was greatly delayed during the day, 
both by the non-arrival of trains on time 
and by the difficulty of suburban electric 
lines and the cable cars in making time. In 
several suburbs there was but ope delivery 
of mail during the day. 1 

Two through trains were reported missing 
early last evening. One of them was the St. 
Paul Umited and the other the Chicago and 
Dubuque on the Wisconsin Central road. 
The wires are down at many points, but at 
those where communication is possible noth- 
ing has been heard of them, and pfficials of 
the road said the trains were showbound. 
The St. Paul train on the Great Western 
was blockaded at German Valley, 100 miles 
from Chicago. 

No report was received from the overland 
limited of the Northwestern, which is due 
in Chicago this morning. 


DOWN-TOWN WAR WITH SNOW. 


Commissioner McGann Expects to Have 
Streets Passable Before Dark— 
Cost of the Storm. 


Commissioner McGann began a systematic 
crusade against the snow and slush in the 
‘down-town streets yesterday morning and 
worked all day against the handicap of 

alling snow. He promised, however, that 

fore dark today the down-town streets 
will be in a passable condition. 

Mrs. A. E. Paul, inspectors of the First 
Ward, was out before 7 a. m. with her shovel 
and broom brigade, and she waded through 
slush and snow during the entire day, closely 
watching the work of the hundred shovelers 
under her command. 

At noon Mr. McGann secured from Presi- 
dent Kraus of the Civil Service commission 
permission to employ as many men as he 
needed to clear the streets, regardless of 
civil service. This was after 10 o’tlock, and 
it was noon before Mr. McGann could get 
his force together. By 1 o’clock 500 men, 
armed with shovels and brooms, sallied forth 
and waged systematic war on the snow and 
slush, and by 7 o’clock the down-town streets 
were in fairly good condition. me catch- 
basins.and sewers were cleared and water 
turned into them, while State street and 
Madison street were washed down by 
streams from the hydrants. 

According to the estimate of Commissioner 
McGann Saturday’s snow-storm cost the 
city over $15,000, and yesterday morning's 
storm will cost the munigipality a much 
larger sum. The police and fire alarm wires 

will have to be gone over and repaired. It 
is estimated that the cost of removing the 
present fall of snow will be over $20,000, 
half of which will be expended in ¢artage. 

Much difficulty was experienced during 
the day at the Jackson street dump. The 
teams arrived in large numbers and the 
viaduct was unable to contain them all. 
It was impossible to maintain anything like 
order or system, and had it not been for the 
arrival of a squad of police a hopeless 
blockade of teams would have resulted. 

A notice was sent through the police late 
in the,afternoon to the owners and occu- 
pants of buildings in the down-towy districts 
to clear their walks of snow. The no- 
tice was to the effect that the sidewalks must 
be immediately cleaned or the city would 
charge rent for the space used beneath the 
eidewalk as long as it was coverd with snow 
or slush. The owners and tenants were 
prompt to obey in most cases, and in those 
cases where obedience was not “prompt a 
second visit was made by the police, which

There was no need for any man to be idle 
in the suburban districts, for every man who 
applied for work to the track foremen was 
given employment. 

Both the Calumet and South Chicago 

‘ railway companies quit before 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. Not a wheel was 
turned from that time on. 

The Cicero and Proviso electric lines were 
all disabled, with the exception of the Lake 
street line, which managed to wabble along 
in an unsatisfactory manner at irregular 
intervals. The Randolph, Chicago avenue, 
and West Forty-eighth street lines did not 
attempt to run after the cars once became 
stranded. The accumulations of snow were 
too heavy to be removed by anything other 
than human labor of the old-fashioned kind. 


All the North Shore and Hvanston lines 
gave up the struggle at noon, and from that 
time on Evanston, Rogers Park, and other 
suburban points handled by the North Side 
eleetric lines had no connection with the 
city outside of the Northwestern railroad. 

At 8 o’clock the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul suburban tracks, fram Edgewater 
to Wilmette, became blocked, and all sub- 
urban traffic on that road was abandoned. 
Up to a late hour last night no trains were 
able to push through to Evanston, and five 
engines were stalled at the sheds near Cal- 
vary Cemetery. 

For nearly three hours the Milwaukee di- 
vision of the Northwestern railroad experi- 
enced the sametrouble. Several trains were 
stalled between Rogers: Park and the city 
shortly after 2 o'clock and the tracks were 
not cleared until nearly 5 o’clock. 

The snow had little effect on the wires. 
The Western Union reported that it was 
handling business with dispatch and that 
it had suffered no damage from the storm, 
as the snow was of a kind which would not 
cling to the wires. The Postal reported somie 
trouble at southern points due to a break 
near Louisville. 

The city fire alarm and police telegraph 
wires were not damaged to any great extent. 
The wires are still in imperfect shape from 
the effects of the damaging storm of Satur- 
day. No special breaks were reported during 
the day, though a large force of men was 
kept out testing and looking after the wires. 


POOR FEEL THE STING OF WANT. 


Chicago Relief and Aid Society Inun- 
dated with Applications and 
Short of Funds. 


The cold weather has brought untold mis- 
ery to the poor. The homeless have endured 
additional suffering from the wintry winds 
and the slushy sidewalks. People in every 
degree of poverty have applied to the 
charitable institutions in great numbers, 
and unless the wealthy come to the aid of 
the relief organizations they will be unable 
to meet the appeals that are made to them 
by hundreds every day. 

Sickness is prevalent and work scarce. 
Those who apply regularly to the County 
Agent for assistance have not been the 
most affected. It is the wage-earners, ill 
and out of employment, that have felt the 
want most keenly. This is demonstrated 
by two statements. They come from Coun- 
ty Agent Olsen and from C. G. Trusdell, 
general superintendent of the Chicago Relief 
and Aid society. 

We have had, if there is arly difference,” 
said. County Agent Olsen, fewer applica- 
tions for help in the last few days than is 
ordinarily the case.“ 

We have had so many appeals for aid,” 
said Mr. Trusdell, that if our generous 
contributors of former years do not open 
their hearts we shall be obliged to turn 
away many of the worthy poor simply be- 
cause our treasury is depleted by the un- 
usual inroads made upon it recently.“

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 25.—[(Special.]—A tall,

President Madill, pointed a 
revolver at his head and demanded $5,000. If 
the money was not paid he declared he would 
kill him. The noise of the wind outside 
drowned conversation inside the room, so it 
attracted no attention. 

“What did you say?’ asked President 
Madill. 

I said, I want $5,000 at once, and here's a 
letter to back me up,” replied the fellow. 
He then drew a revolver from his pocket 
and pointed it at the President. Festus J. 
Wade entered the building at this moment, 
and President Madill saw him. 

President Madill remarked to the man: 
„% Five thousand dollars is a large sum of 
money, but I will get it for you. Wait until 
I return.“ 

Walking outside the office Mr. Madill re- 
marked to Mr. Wade in undertone: Get 
two.detectives here quickly.“ The President 
then walked down-stairs to the safe deposit 
department. Mr. Wade hastened across the 
street and telephoned for two detectives, 
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ricane from the Southwest struck this city 
at about 10 o’clock this morning and pre- 
vailed at intervals during the day, causing 
loss of human life and considerable’ damage 
to property.

August Weymeyer, a carpenter, was blown 
like a feather from the top of the Shields 
School, Seventh and Carr streets, to the 
cobblestones below, receiving injuries from 
which he died an hour later in the City 
Hospital. 

In East St. Louis the storm of wind, sleet, 
and rain startled many of the residents into 
the belief that another tornado had broken 
loose. The wind demolished the baseball 
park completely, entailing a loss of $2,500.

Yesterday the keepers of opium joints 
were the star attraction and there was a 
display of “ pidgin Eaglish’’ almost suffi- 
cient to corrupt the speech of every man in 
attendance. It was transformed from its 
original splendor into the Clark street jar- 
gon through the mouth of Chin Tin, a char- 
acter of the Harrison Street Station and 
the levee in general, whose knowledge of 
the English language is limited largely to 
the slang of the levee. Altogether, it 


shocked the committec, although the facts 


his lauguage brought out—that the opium 
„joints of Chicago had been paying money 
for their existence for years—was known to 
almost every frequenter of the levee. Chin 
Tin, who shares with Sam Moy the Occident- 
al wisdom of the Oriental portion of the 
levee, was on the stand and said the China- 
men subpœnaed before the committee would 
not and did not tell the truth, that he could 
not tell it, and no Chinaman could. He 
himself, together with Sam Moy, had been 
confined in the County Jail for fifteen days 
for giving testimony against the police force, 


and he denominated the most of the leading 


questions put to him as too strong, too 
strong.“ 

What Chin Tin with his European clothes 
and absence of queue would not tell, it was 
even more certain tha: his outwardly more 
ignorant brethren in celestial garments 
would not, and their continued ignorance 
upon all important points became ludicrous. 

Chairman Berry at one point undertook 
to speak for the committee to guarantee 
financial protection to Chin Tin in his testi- 
mony, but there were not any promises to 
sustain him in his position, and those who 
know the levee wondered how much of his 
rural bank account was to be squandered 
if he undertook this commercial means of 
reforming the dark part of Chicago.

Ten Dollars for Protection. 


Chin Tin testified that every public opium 
joint in the city was paying $10 a week for 
police protection. He refused to cite any 
important instances, and did not give any 
evidence which was admissible before a 
court, although he seemed to satisfy the 
Senators. 

Every examiner who attempted the en- 
counter with the Celestial was defeated, ex- 
cept Senator Baxter.

Both of 
these men had represented they were solid 
with the police and could guaranteo protec- 
tion. The witness hac been approached by 
Wilson with a proposition to look after the 
Chinese places, while Wilson locked after 
the whites. ” 


Women.the Chief Patrons. 


Chin Tin said there were more than 100 
public opium joints In the city and that 
three-fourths of the patronage came from 
women. His examiners tried to press him 
further, but he protested and insisted he 
could answer no further without getting into 
trouble. 

Wong Wow, 499 State street, testified that 
he had kept a hop-joint for about three 
months, until he was raided about three 
weeks ago. He had previously kept a place 
at 479 State street for about the same 
length of time. He never had paid protec- 
tion. He had seen Gene Wilson smoking 
in Moy Tut’s place about two months ago. 
He had been arrested about three months 
ago and fined $10, 

Ex-Chief Ebersoll testified that there wére 
enough places on the police force to absorb 
all the pension list, except widows and or- 
phans and those totally disabled. He then 
explained the working of the pension fund 
and the benefit association. He said that 
a police book had been started under his 
administration and continued in settlement 
under Chief Hubbard. It resulted in end- 
less trouble, out of which no money had 
ever been paid to the bnevolent associations 
or returned to the citizens subscribing. 

Ex-Chief George W. Hubbard was next 
sworn. He testified that he was requested to 
resign by Mayor Carter Harrison Sr., but 
had refused and accepted a Lieutenancy, 
until he became 50 years of age, and then 
resigned to accept a pension under Mayor 
Swift. He thought a great many of the 
pensioners were physically unfit for duty. 
He himself felt fully competent to do duty 
as chief or inspector. 

Chon Hom, 178 Fourth avenue, testified 
that he had paid protection for an opium 
“joint” for about sixteen weeks and had 
never been arrested. He did not know the 
names of the men to whom he had paid the 
money. He had never paid any money to 
a police officer. 

Manager Mulford of the Western Union 
Telegraph company in Chicago denied that 
company furnished any news to the pool- 
rooms. The bulletins were furnished by the 
Race Bureau of New York to the pool-rooms, 
if it was furnished at all. He knew nothing 
about to whom these telegrams were sent, 
with the exception of a man named Levy at 
12 Plymouth place (Leo Mayer's). To an- 
swer would be a violation of the statute ex- 
cept in this case, which had become public 
property through the criminal courts.

Governor Shaw Presides. 


Governor Leslie M. Shaw of Iowa presided 
and made the principal speech of the day. 
He sald in part: 

“TI believe, gentlemen, you represent to- 
day the non-partisan purpose as well as the 
financial sentiment of a very large majority 
of the American people. Every time the 
question has been voted upon they have 
declared for sound money and national 
honor. Back in the "70s the repudiation of 


both public and private debts was proposed 
and openly advocated. Those who espoused 


the cause insisted that the most sacred obli- 


gations could be honestly discharged by the 


unlimited issue of irredeemable paper cur- 
rency (as Zach Chandler expressed it in the 
last speech of his life), a currency payable 
to no one, at no place, and never. The issue 


was taken to the polls, and by an over- 
22 majority repudiation was repu- 
ated. 


“A people that indorsed the prospective 
return to a specie basis when such return 
meant the adoption of the gold standard. 
and while the possible dangers therefrom 
were being urged and exaggerated, and 
when none of the good effects thereof were 
being realized, and in the face of a plan 


for the liquidgtion of national obligations 


by the free use of an irredeemable paper 
currency, must be presumed to have been, 
at that time at least, well centered in sound 
financial principles. Have we since been 
unwisely educated? It doth not so appear. 


Partial Repudiation Proposed. 


“Twenty years later, in a yet more 
subile form, and at a time when self-preser- 
vation appealed to many to join the hosts 
arrayed for the purpose, partial repudiation 
was proposed. I do not wish to be under- 
stood as charging those who advocated the 
free coinage of ilver at the ratio with gold 
of 16 to 1 with dishonesty; I prefer to regard 
them as entitled to forgiveness, for certain- 


ly they knew not what they did. Neverthe- 


less, in no unmistakable terms, it was their 
avowed intention to provide for the dis- 
charge of all existing Habilities, public and 
private, with a silver dollar, or its equivalent, 
intrinsically worth but 50 per cent of the 
dollar of the money current at the time the 
obligations were incurred. Jt was the boast 
of the advocates of the measure that this 
inferior coin should be in no manner or 
form redeemable, exchangeable, or con- 
vertable at par into any other coin or form 
of money intrinsically worth more. A cheap 
dollar was the battle cry of the allied forces, 
Nevertheless, by a popular majority of 
over a million, the country again declared, 
even amid the most depressing conditions, 
that neither total nor partial repudiation 
found audience in the American heart and 
mind. Our people ere honest, and they are 
wiser than many suppose. The safety of 
republican government was never 80 clearly 
demonstrated as on Nov. 3, 1896. 


Question of the Hour. 

What remains to be done? The people have 
a right to expect something. They went to 
the extreme limit of their opportunity in 
demanding security against financial de- 
pression, commercial upheavals, and indus- 
trial agitation. In view of the oft repeated 
declaration for national honor and the pay- 
ment and discharge of every obligation, pub- 
lic and private, in a currency equivalent to 
gold, it remains for the lawmaking power to 
spread the verdict of 1896 on record, to ren- 


der judgment in accordance therewith, and 


to make the decree perpetuat. A failure 
to do so will endanger every interest, every 


industry, every enterprise. 


We must have a paper currency. I be- 
lieve the country at large, without regard to 
party, agrees to this proposition. We must 
have a paper currency, and of sufficient vol- 
ume for the needs of a great and prosperous 

ple, with many and varied interests. 
hose who believe in the principles in- 
dorsed at the polls in 1806, together with 
those who accept the verdict then rendered 
as of binding force, agree that every dollar 
of paper currency must be redeemable, di- 
rectly or indirectly, exchangeable, or con- 
vertible, on par for gold. The yalue of every 
dollar of the United States’ money, whether 
of coin or paper currency, must be the equiv- 
alent of 25.8 grains of standard gold. The 
gold coin must be the touchstone, the test, 
the medsure ot value of every dollar, by 
whomsoever issued or howsoever expressed. 
This paper currency, the volume of which 
must be coextensive with the needs of the 
country, Should all be issued by the govern- 
ment or by the banks. The time has passed 
by when the government should issue a part 
of the paper currency (other than coin cer- 
tificates) and the banks a part. 

This currency must be Cotte: The mon- 
etary system that shall stand the test of all 
time must be automatic in its operations. 
Wherever the demand exists there the cur- 
rency must spring up in volume sufficient 
to meet the requiréments of trade and com- 
merce. This can be accomplished only by 
clothing the banks with power to issue. Then 
a small tax should be levied upon the circu- 
lation to protect against dangerous infla- 
tion beyond the needs of the country, and 
to insure contraction when the demand 
ceases.

fied that McKenzie had purchased the ticket 
for $6.75 and that in selling it he had fur- 
nished the buyer with envelopes and cards 
with which to deceive the conductor in case 
identification should be demanded. 

The indictments are based on the anti- 
ticket scalpers’ act passed by the General 
Assembly of Illinois in 1875 and sustained by 
the United States Supreme Court in 1804. 
No convictions have been secured under this 
law since that time. The statute provides 
as penalties a fine not to exceed $500 or im- 
prisonmem not exceeding one year in the 
county jail for illegal selling of railroad 
tickets, and a fine not to exceed $100 or im- 
rrisonment not to exceed one year for the 
illegal selling or fraudulent distribution of 
railroad passes. 

Attorney W. 8. Forrest took to the Crim- 
inal Court Building all the indictments voted 


against scalpers,“ and they were returned 


into court during the afternoon. 


To Push Other Cases. 


It was eaid that evidence would be pre- 
sented’ before the grand jury today against 
another list of probably a dozen South Side 
and West Side railroad ticket brokers. ‘The 
evidence is said to have been gathered by 
direction of the Western Passenger Agents’ 
association. The warfare against ticket 
** scalpers is to be pushed, it is said, until 
all illegal brokerage in Chicago is stopped. 

The vigorous fight now being made by the 
railroads, with W. 8. Forrest as their attor- 
ney, in the cases against the ticket scalpers 
is expected to have a direct bearing upon the 
efforts that are being made by the railroads 
to secure the passage in Congress of a na- 
tional law against ticket scalping. 

An indictment against Carl Webber, charg- 
ing wife abandonment, was voted by the 
grand jury. Mrs. Webber has made her 
home at 88 Park avenue, while since her 
husband left her he has lived at 349 West 
Twelfth street. 


STRIKES’ EFFECT ON POLITICS. 


Labor Troubles May Have Serious 


Bearing on New England Con- 


New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 25.—{Special.}]— 
The strike of the New England ‘cotton 
operatives may have a determining. effect 
upon the politics of Congress to be elected 
next November. The cotton towns were 


practically soi for McKinley and sound 
‘money during the campaign. They marched 


in great processions with the owners of the 
mills at the head and shouted for McKinley 


and prosperity.’’ Since the sweeping reduc- 
tions in wages the revulsion of feeling among 


the operatives has been intense at every 
meeting of the strikers here, and the pros- 
perity part_of the campaign is ridiculed. ‘The 


silver advocates are adding to the discontent. 
One hears in the street cars, in the groups 


of strikers on the sidewalks, everywhere 


about town, general denunciation of the Re- 


publican administration. It is blamed for 
the reduction in wages and for the hard 
times prevailing throughout the textile in- 
dustry. 

Republican papers are calling attention to 
the general improvement of business in other 
portions of the country. That does not make 
the slightest impression on the steady turn 
of sentiment among a large number. of 

ratives from the party. It makes tittle 
ference to them if other people are’ pros- 
perous while they are getting the worst of 
it. If the reduction in wages is not met by 
u corresponding advance before November 
nothing can save the Congressional dis- 
tricts through New England to the Repub- 
licans, for the operatives hold the balance of 
puwer, 

The outlook is a serious one in several dis- 
tricts. With a close House the losses in 
New England might give a majority against 
the Republicans, The reduction in wages 
has extended into Connecticut, a large mill 
at Wilimantic giving notice today of a 10 
per cent cut. The feeling is as strong in the 
regions where the operatives have not gone 
on strike as in the points where they have. 

Debs, who is ever brooding over labor 
troubles, is headed this way on behalt of his 
Social Democracy. He sent an advance 
agent today to tell the strikers that he would 
dome in February. Debs was here with his 


Social Democracy scheme before the general 


reduction took place and did not get much of 
a hearing. The New England cotton op- 
eratives have hitherto been deaf to the ap- 
peals of Socialists and Anarchists and they 
have given little attention to rabid talk since 
their strike here began. They take profound 


pride in the claim that they are the most or- 


derly strikérs to be seen anywhere. At a 
meeting today the chairman dwelt at some 
length upon ‘their reputation and begged 
his hearers to preserve it. Debs will not feel 
at home here. ‘ 

The Rev. M. C. Julien, pastor of the lead- 
ing Congregational church at New Bedford, 
is going to establish music halls at both 
ends of the town, where free entertanments 
are to be given. They will be smoke ir 
you like places, with good music and other 
attractions. The preacher will give a con- 
tinuous show for the strikers, and he prom- 
ises it will be worth hearing and seeing. He 
has already raised enough money among his 
church people to make the plan a sticcess. 
His aim is to keep the men out of the sa- 
loons during their time of idleness.

Tun New York Tribune ridicules a propo- 
sition made in some quarters that a plebiscite 
of the Hawaiian Islands should be taken 
upon the question of annexation to the 
United States, on the ground that such a de- 
mand would be an insult to the Hawallan 
government—equivalent to questioning its 
authority over a question in reference to 
which we now have no jurisdiction. It sug- 
gests that, with the same propriety, the 
Hawallan government might request that a 
plebiscite be taken in the United States, pre- 
sided over by a committee of Kanakas, to 
détermine whether the government had 
authority to represent them. As an illus- 
tration of the folly of the thing it refers to 
the fact that when the proposition to pur- 
chase the Danish West India Islands from 
Denmark was under consideration, some 
thirty years ago, agents were sent to ascer- 
tain the views of the inhabitants on the sub- 
ject of the transfer of their allegiance. They 
were found to be almost unanimous in favor 
of the measure, when the Senate turned 
around and informed them we don’t want 
vou,“ and the treaty of annexation was re- 
jected. 


BOOMING T IMPRACTICABLE SCHEME. 

The con zution called for the purpose of 
urging the idoption of the Monetary com- 
mission’s cQtrency reform plan met at 
Indianapolis yesterday. Governor Shaw of 
Iowa was chosen as presiding officer. 
Little was done during the firstday. Today 
the convention will settle down to business. 

This convention is made up of estimable 
men who have undertaken an impracticable 
task—that of persuading the people and 
Congress that they should accept an unsafe, 
retrograde plan of “currency reform 
which if adopted would carry the conn- 
try back to wildcat days and teach the 
present geperation what the evils of an 
insecure paper currency are. 

The managers of this convention, who are 
the authors of the monetary conference 
scheme, have undertaken to convince the 
American people that it is best to have 
all the legal tender paper which the general 
guvernment has coined and issued funded 
into intere; t-bearing bonds to the amount 
of 456 mil gon dollars, thus adding over 
18 million dollars to the yearly interest 
bill, 

Nor is this all, The people are to be 
persuaded—if possible—that the government 
should invite the banks to supply paper 
money to the amount of a billion or more of 
dollars. These notes, which the banks are 
to issue after the government has gone 
out of the banking business,” are not to 
be secured by United States bonds, as at 
present, 4 are to be a first lien on the 
assets of banks. 

The promoters of the Monetary commis- 
sion plan will have their hands full en- 
deavoring te convince the people that these 
notes, secured by assets which are main- 
ly the property of depositors, will be any 
safer than ‘the State bank notes which 
used to cirédlate before the war. The 
mass of the people will believe, in spite 
of all the delegates to the Indianapolis 
convention can say, that bank note issties 
under the Monetary commission plan would 
be dangerous to noteholders and deposi- 
tors and that when a financial storm came 
most of the hanks would go into the hands of 
receivers. 


The people are to be oh Gor gang on er 
ble—that the legal tender notes which are 
redeemable in gold on demand shall be 
funded and eed by bank notes which 
in gold on demand. 
They are to be made redeemable in “ law- 
ful money,” which includes silver as well 
as gold. t 

That silver+which would be used always 
by the banks for redemption purposes— | 
is to be made redeemable in gold by the 
Treasury. 80 the promoters of the Mone- 
tary commission plan must make the people 
believe, first, that the legal tender notes 
must be funded into interest-bearing bonds 
in order “to get the government out of 
the banking business,“ and, second, that 
it should go into the banking business 
go as to redeem 500 million silver dollars 
in gold on demand, in order that the banks 
may not have to redeem their notes in gold. 

The enthusiastic gentlemen who have as- 
sembled at Indianapolis will find before 
they are much older that they have bitten 
off more thdn they can chew.” It may 
be that after they have butted their heads 
for a few nths against the stone wall 
of popular disapproval of their scheme they 
will see how'hopeless are their efforts 
to deform the currency system. 


WAS OLEVELAND MERELY QUIBBLING? 

Ex-Presidezt Cleveland has come out 
from his retirement far enough to enter a 
denial of a eharge, credited to Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabaina in executive session of the 
Senate, that he (Cleveland) Was in favor of 
the afinexation of Hawaii, while opposing 
the ratifiéation of the treaty for that pur- 
pose during his last administration, but. 
impliedly had some other plan for bringing 
about the resnit. The exact nature of his 
denial win te better understood by his 
statement, as given to a representative of 
the Associated Press at Princeton, N. J. 
He said: . 

1 do not bélieve in discussing matters of this 
Kind as a private citizen. I do not care, however. 
to be misrepregented. 1 Will therefore say that 
ever since the question of Hawaiian annéxation 
was presented I have been utterly and constant- 
ly opposed to it. The first thing I did after my 
inauguration in March, 1808, was to recall from 
the federal Senate au annexation treaty then 
pending before that body. I regarded, and still 


regard, tne proposed annexation of these islands 
as not only opposed to our national policy, but 
as a perversion of our national mission. 


The ex-President then engages in an 
argument to prove the absurdity of the 
claim that he desired the restoration of the 
monarchy in order that he might treat 
with it for, the purpose of annexation,” by 
asking: “How could I have had such an 
idea” it I regarded annexation as contrary 
to our national policy?’ In a further state- 
ment he proc to denounce our inter. 
fetence in the revolution of 1893 as dis- 
graceful,” and adds: I would gladly, there- 
fore, for the sake of our national honor and 
our country’s fair name, have repaired that 
wrong "—which would seem to mean (if it 
means anything) that, from his point of 
view, he would have desired the restoration 
of Queen Liliuokalani. 

This would go far to sustain the opinion 
entertained at the time that the object of 
Commissioner Blount's visit to Hawaii was 
for the purpose of preparing the way for 
such a restoration, though Mr. Cleveland 
fails to explain why this plan was not car- 
ried out. Was this becanse the informa- 
tion gained from Commissioner Biount and 
Minister Willis did not justify the inter- 


| ference with the republic which Mr. Cleve- 


land, in his prejudged estimate of the situa- 
tion, had contemplated? 7 
Mr. Cleveland closes his statement with 
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that relating to the Hawaiian question, is 
specifically confined to his public utterances 
during his last term. 

Speaking to a question of privilege in 
the United States Senate on Monday, Sen- 
ator Morgan has made a prompt response 
to Mr. Cleveland’s statement. After as- 
serting that he had made no such statement 
regarding Mr. Cleveland’s position as that 
attributed to him “for publication,” he 


tan. . what the facts were, shows 
his willingness to accept ex parte state- 
ments in Hawaiian matters.“ The Wagh- 
ington dispatch reporting the Senator's 
speech proceeds to say: 

Mr. Morgan said that it was well known to some 
of Mr. Cleveland's friends during his first admin- 
istration that he was in favor not only of the an- 
nexation of Hawaii but also of Cuba. 

I canpot,’’ declared Mr, Morgan, accept Mr. 
Cleveland's statement that he was always opposed 
to Hawalian annexation. I can name at least one 
confidential friend of Mr. Cleveland who will sup- 
port me in the belief that that statement is not 
true.

Mr. Morgan reiterated his belief that Mr. Cleve- 
land was in favor of annexation, but that Mr. 
Dole’s honesty forced the President to abandon 
his policy of overthrowing the provisional Ha- 
walian government. The correspondence he read, 
he said, laid the foundation for the broad predicate 
that Mr. Cleveland was capable of declaring one 
policy and intending to carry into effect another. 


Taking the statements of Mr. Cleveland 
and Senator Morgan together there would 
seem to be a very broad misunderstand- 
ing or an evasion somewhere. While Mr. 
Cleveland limits his discussion of his at- 
titude with reference to the annexation of 
Hawaii and the Cuban question to his last 
term and his public and official documents, 
Senator Morgan explicitly declares that 
“during his first administration he 
(Cleveland) was in favor not only of the 
annexation of Hawaii but also of Cuba.“ 
and intimates his ability to substantiate 
his allegation by other witnesses.

throughout the South and West who are in favor 
of the tise of both gold and silver as the standard 
of money in our country will unite and elect the 
heat President.“ who, he says, will be Mr. Bryan, 
“of course. 

A number of other Congressmen expressed 
themselves in similar terms, Mr. Gaines 
of Tennessee among the number declaring 
that he was “not au admirer of Mr.

PRESIDENT PATTON ON PROHIBITION. 

The Princeton Inn continues to be a 
storm center among the alumni, the clerzy- 
men, and the seminaries of the Presbyterian 
Church, though the church authorities 
themselves have no immediate supervision 
over Princeton College or perhaps any 
supervision except the sentimental one 
growing out of the fact that the college 
is Presbyterian in its environment. The 
general sentiment as regards the proceed- 
ings of a festive nature at Princeton Inn 
seems to differ, though taken as a whole it 
would indicate at least well founded doubts 
as to the efficacy of political prohibition. 
Dr. Johnson, for instance, the President 
of McOormick’s Seminary in this city, 
while of opinſon that the performances 
in Princeton Inn should be characterized 
by plain talk, that some of the professors 
acted unwisely at least in signing the peti- 
tion for licensing the place, and that it 
is the duty of the church, as a matter of 
Christian expediency, to call for total absti- 
neuce, still he is free to state that “no 
intelligent Christian will say that enfore- 
ing prohibition will take the desire for 
drink out of a man’s heart, but it will 
take away the temptation.” The tempta- 
tion, however, in its final outcome is not 
so much related to morals as it is to public 
sentiment, and wherever the majority of 
public sentiment favors drinking there will 
be the liquor and the temptation in spite 
of all the prohibition legislation that can 
be crammed into the statute books. 

Dr. Patton, the President of Prince- 
ton, as is well known in Chicago, is a hard- 
headed, practical sort of man for a 
theologian, is accustomed to look things 
squarely in the face and call a spade a 
spade. At the recent banquet of the alumni 
in New York City in the course of his 
speech, referring to the occurrences at 
Princeton Inn, the doctor said: “ One 
thing is sure, Prohibition will not stop 
drinking in Princeton; it will only increase 
the trade in corkscrews.” If Dr. Pat- 
ton had been pressed to state why political 
prohibition will not stop drinking he would 
have answered because the majority of 
publie sentiment in Princeton is opposed 
to prohibition. And as in- Princeton so 
everywhere else where the majority of 
public sentiment is opposed to its enforce- 
ment. From a semi-religious point of view 
he could have answered that the great 
Roman Catholic Church, which has a 
larger voting population in the big cities 
than all other sects combined, the conserva- 
tive Protestant Episcopalian Church, the 
great Lutheran Ohurch, the Unitarian 
and other liberal Protestant churches, 
the Jewish Church, and the great 
army of Agnostics and Notilingarians 
are almost solidly opposed to po- 
litical prohibition and would unite in 
voting it down. To this must be added 
the fact that in any community where 
the majority of public sentiment is op- 
posed to prohibition the legal machinery 
for its enforcement, the courts, Sheriffs, 
constables, juries, prosecuting officers, and 
police would be arrayed against it, and 
under such circumstances enforcement 
would be impossible, as has been demon- 
strated over atid over again. Dr. Patton, 
thefefore, was not only correct when he 
said that prohibition will not stop driak- 
ing but he threw out a thought which 
radical Prohibitionists would do well to 
consider—namely: That it only tends “to 
increase the trade in corkscrews.“ 


THE INTERCEPTING CONDUITS. 

At the Council meeting on Monday night 
the ordinance modifying the plans for the 
construction of intercepting sewers, and 
authorizing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to let contracts for them, was made 
a specinl order for next Monday. 

The ordinate provides for a twenty-foot 
conduit on Thirty-ninth street from the lake 
to Halsted street, and for a sixteen-foot 
conduit on Lawrence avenue from the lake 
to the North Branch. When these conduits 
are completed all the sewers in Lake View 
and on the South Side which empty into the 
lake now will discharge into them. The 
larger one will also supply a considerable 
amount of water to the drainage channel. 

The date when that channel will be 
thrown open is not known yet. It may not 
be fortwo years to come. But the construc- 
tion of these intercepting sewers will take 
considerable time. It is better that they 
should be completed before the water is 
running through the drainage channel than 
that work on them should be delayed so that 
sewage Would continue to flow into the lake 
and pollute the drinking water after the 
drainage trustees have ended their labors. 

The only opposition which the ordihance 
is likely to meet with, except as regards 
minor points, is from those persons who, for 
ulterior purposes, are advocating the pre- 
posterous scheme of cutting a wide ship 
canal from the lake to the South Branch 
near Sixteenth street. Those individuals 
eontend that no intercepting conduit in 
Thirty-ninth street will be necessary if a 
ship canal is run through the heart of the 
South Side. 

The Council should pay no attention to 
opposition of this kind, For the ship caval, 
the constriction of which is urged to block 
the lowering of the tunnels, never will be 
built. So if the construction of the inter- 
cepting cotiduits is delayed the city will 
find itself with the drainage channel com- 
pleted, but with much sewage still flowing 
into the lake and making the drinking 
water impure. 


AMERICAN BICYCLES IN GERMANY. 
During the fiseal year 1896 the exports 
of bicycles and parts of bicycles from the 
United States were valued at $1,898,000. 
The United Kingdom took $613,000 worth 
and Germany $146,000 worth. The figures 
for the last fiscal year show a marked in- 
crease. The value of the total exports was 
7 million dollars. The United Kingdom 
was a purchaser to the amoupt of 2 1-3 mil- 
lions and Germany of a million. 
The American bicycle manufacturers 
have done so well abroad because they 


have been able to furnish better and cheaper 


goods. For instance, the manager of one of 
the largest and best bicycle factories in 
Germany states that a pair of pedals, which 
it costs him $1.43 to make, he can get from 
the United States, delivered in Hamburg, 
for $1.07. Worthless German wood guards 
cost that manufacturer 36 cents each. He 
eun order American guards for 30 cents 
each. 

While the American foreign trade in bi- 
cyeles has been expanding the British for- 
eign trade has been falling off till it was no 
greater last year than that of this country.

His Sheep Strayed Five Hundred Miles. 


A herder in charge of a flock of 2,000 sheep, 
which were grazing near the base of the 
San Francisco Mountains, in Arizona, was 
killed by lightning during a terrific storm 
which visited that section about Aug. 1. As 
the herder was not expected to come in with 
his sheep until Oct! 1, his absence during 
August and September attracted no atten- 
tion. When the middle of October came and 
he did not show up, messengers were sent 
out to find him. 

After a search of some days in the viein- 
ity of where he was last seen, the remains 
of a camp were fotini tinder a tree which 
had been riven by the lightning. 

A further search revealed the bones of a 
human being scattgred. about cver the 
ground. A prospector who had passed that 
way camped for a night with the man about. 
Aug. 1, and said the herd was then moving 
northward. This tree around whieh these 
articles were found was just far enough 
north to have bean the next camping place, 
and when it was remembered that there was 
a severe storm of thunder and lightning in 
that séction one night about the time re- 
ferred to it was clear that the man had made 
his camp under this tree and been killed by 
lightning and his body devoured by wolves. 
The sheep had never been heard of, and no 
trace of them could ho found anywhere in 
that part of the country. 

But now comes the strange part of the 
ftory. About two weeks ago a herd of about 
2000 sheep was found in the plain in San 
Miguel County, in this Territory, with ho 
ene in charge of them, and to all appear- 
ances belonging to nobody. The parties in 
Arizona heard of this fact and wrote to an 
officer in this Territory, giving thei: marks 
and explaining how the sheep could be iden- 
tified. It was found beyond any doubt that 
this was the heard that had disappeared 
from the range in Arisena about Aug. 1. 
The animals had been shifting for them- 
selves for more thafi three months, and 
turned up at a point fully 500 miles from the 


place where the herde? was killed, They

Squandering Monéy on Indians. 

The appropriations for the Indian service, 
just reported in the House, are large enough 
to raise a serious question. 

The Indian population grows smaller all 
the time, but the cost of caring for it tends 
steadily to meresse. In 1890 there were 
249,273 Indians. Twenty years before there 
were 50,000 more. Today there are not 
over 230,000. Nearly twenty years ago, in 
1881, the Indian appropriations were 64.838. 


538. Ten years 1 2 in 1889, they were 
$5,401,380, For 1800 they are to be $7,527,204. 


The Indiaus are less numerous, and, as they 
are more highly civilized, they ought to be 
able to do more themselves; but, instead, 
they are costing $3,000,000 more.

In 1802 the 
Indian sppropriation bill was $16,278,492, 
or twice the cost of the government a cen- 
tury ago, and in 1805 they were $10,754,732.

ARGUMENT MADE IN DETAIL. 


Statistics Are Quoted and Silverites 
Are Answered, ; 


FOLD STANDARD NOT A NEW ISSUE 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 25.—The seventh 
annual meeting of the Trades League of 
Philadelphia was held tonight in the Acad- 
emy of Music, at which the prin¢ipal speaker 
— Lyman J. Gage, Secretary $f the Treas- 

ry. Gs 
W. W. Foulkrod, President of the league, 
latroduced Secretary Gage. He was warm- 
ly received, and held the attention of the 
lage audience throughout. He spoke on 
the subject of Finance,“ andihis remarks 
were frequently punctuated with applause. 
Mr. Gage said: as 

Ladies and Gentlemen: Whils the invita- 
tion which brings me before you carried 
with it no suggestion as to the subject mat- 
ter of my propo address, it was no doubt 
presumed that I would have some words to 
say upon the financial questions which for 
some years last past have been an absorbing 
theme of public thought and have furnished 
the 7 issues for political contests. 
Whether or not these issues may now be 
considered as decided, or whether they are 
again te be the subject of renewed political 
struggles, they have not lost their interest 
to the thoughtful mind. 3 

With ‘this apology, if apology be needed, 
I propose to present in the simplest form 
possible, within the limits of time allowed, 
what may serve as a picture af my views 
and beliefs on the great theme of the money 
standard and the currency system. 

There are two opihions on the money ques- 
tion now, more or less firmly held by those 
who entertain them. The one supports the 
reéstablishment of silver in the privilege of 
free coinage at the mint at the ratio of 16 
to 1, irrespective of all consequences, near 
or remote, and without regard to our mem- 
bership in the family of nations, The other 
opinion is that the present gold standard 
should be maintained, at all cpsts, until by 
international agreement the present dis- 
parity between the commercialiand the legal 
ratio of silver to gold shall be made to 
disappear. 

How can we learn to correct erroneous 
opinion? A reasonable sympathy is a pow- 
erful solvent of misunderstandifig. Unrea- 
sonable reproaches and burning invective 
simply harden the mind; they: neither win 
conviction nor compel the judgment. 

The more thoroughly a man is convinced of 
the truth and justice of his position, the 
better ought to be the assurance to him that 
time is working for the cause in which he 
believes, and the greater should be his faith 
that with patient effort it will triumph. 


Arguments of the Silverites. 


What, then, is the argument by which the 
“16 to 1“ advocates maintain their propo- 
sitions?, Many letters received from the 
most intelligent of these, and notably one 
from the leader of a great organization, ena- 
ble me, L think, to state fairly théir case. 

The following is a favorite, but mislead- 
ing. argument against our monetary stand- 
ard: Under the present industrial system 
all produats are the result of three necessa- 
ry factors—land, labor, capital~and among 
these three the value of things produced is 
in some proportion divided.’ It is then 
averred that land (or rent) has the ability 
to fix its share, and that capital (interest 
and profit) has almost equally absolute pow- 
er. As thé division is made in dollars, the 
result of price, falling prices must be at 
the cost of labor, since land and capital will 
not engage in productivity except upon the 
terms they themselves dictate. Gold, they 
say, having appreciated in valiie, prices of 
commodities have fallen, and bécause of the 
exacting power of land and capital the evil 
effect has been felt by wages in the form of 
a diminished share. Now, if tis statement 
were true, it would of necessity be evidenced 
by an actual fall in wage prices. ! 

This brings the question to the test of 
fact. It has been asserted upon authority, 
and I believe it to be approximately true, 
that within the period 1872-91, prices have 
fallen an average of 27% pericent. I am 
at liberty, therefore, to adopt the same au- 


‘thority as to the course of wages. It ap- 


pears from the exhaustive figures of the 
Commissioner of Labor, the authority cited, 
that within the period 1872-91 wages have 
increased an average of 10 per cent. Tak- 
ing the greater power of wages to command 
things by reason of their lower price, the 
economic advantage gained by labor ts still 
further emphasized. In 1872 $100 In gold 
would buy a certain amount of living: in 
1881, prices having fallen, $106 would buy 
17% per cent more than it did In 1872: and 
Vages, having increased 10 per cent in the 
neantime, the same work whieh was paid 
800 in 18T2 received $110 in 1891. From the 
dwible advantage of decreased prices and 
intreased wages it follows that in 1891 the 
sane labor would purchase 51 7-10 per cent 
md@e of living than it did in 1872. Let us 


apply these advantages by example.

peofie supported only ten in 1872. In 1891, 
from the same labor as in 1872; a man liv- 
ing }pon the same scale would have over 
one- ird of his wages to put in bank or 
better provide for his family. | 

I am further borne out in this demonstra- 
tion ty the statistics of savings banks cov- 
ering he period under consideration. Sinée 
1871 the number of depositors i such insti- 
tutions has increased from lessthan 2.000. - 
000 to more than 5,000,000, and the average 


per capita saving in the United States has 


increased 86 per cent. 

Which of the three participants in produc- 
tion—rent, profits, wages—has suffered from 
this falling price? None of themjnecessarily, 
but if ay it is demonstrated; that wages 
have not.been the victim. 


Decrease in Interest. 


Rent at best takes the minor share, but 
interest, it can be clearly perpeived, Nas 
fallen 30 or 40 per cent jae the last 
thirty years. Dividends on railroad capital 
have fallen’38 per cent 1879-1805. What is 
true of interest is in the long run true of 
profits, since in an economic! sense they 
are one, How is it, then, that, prices have 
fallen, since no sacrifice has necessarily re- 
sulted to any of the three factors in pro- 
Gfuction? An illustration or two will be 
More suggestive by way of answer than a 
page of argument.

Protection no longer protects. Cheap ocean 
freights, the submarine cables, the develop- 
ment in credits, and the system of exchanges 
bring the world closer and closer togéther. 
We must enter into the world competition 
cn oven terms. We cannot do it now. Labor 
is too high. Wages must be reduced, in or- 
der that we may produce on cheaper terms. 
You cannot accomplish this by any direct 
method. Labor will rerist~etrikes, lockouts, 
and riots will result. But can’t you see that 
with the present general wage prices, if paid 
in silver, we can, on the product of labor, 
realize in foreign markets a kind of money 
twice as valuable as that in which the labor 
cost is paid, and thus largely increase to the 
raw producér and to the manufacturer the 
profit they now enjoy? This increagced profit 
will stimulate manufacturing and produc-

its mildew the result of toil and economies 
represented by the 2 of more than five 
millions of people, now held in the savings 
banks of our land. No, it will not do—this 
silver scythe with which this man would 
trim down official salaries and fixed incomes 
cuts too deep. It reaches the widow's mite 
and the wage-earner’s pay. Its operation is 
filtingly described in Longfellow’s lines 
written for the funeral of the children: 
There is a Reaper, whose name is Death. 
And, with his sickle keen, 
He reaps the bearded grain at a breath, 
And the flowers that grow between. 

The revival of industry now witnessed 
and the easy condition as to interest which 
now transfers capital are the best witnesses 
to the dangers from which we have been de- 
livered. Nevertheless, that fervid orator 
who is recognized as the leading exponent of 
free silyer doctrines is not satisfied. In a 
recent speech he said: 

„Read the daily papers, and you will find 
the items of news arranged under two heads 
—the formation of trusts and the reduction 
of wages. 

As to the trusts, he cites no examples, but 
hastens to emphasize one industry in New 
England, in which, by reason of special 
conditions, well known to him, a reduction 
in the wage scale was under debate. Ie 
knows, or he ought to know, and failed to 
state, that only a few weeks ago worsted 
manufacturers in Rhode Island restored the 
wage Scale of 1808 in their mills, thus grant- 
ing an increase of 20 per cent in the pay of 
about 25,000 operatives. He knows, or be 
ought to know, and failed to state, that in 
the City of Philadelphia humerous woolen 
mills have restored the wages of 1893, and 
are so active that it is difficult and sometimes 
impcrsible to secure the help required to 
operate them, and in contrast to the de- 
pression in cotton textiles, woolen manu- 
faciures are booming all over the country. 

Let him point, if he can, to one single in- 
stance of an advance in wages between the 
date of the Chicago convention of 1896 and 
the November election of that year, when 
that ruinous platform was condemned by 
the verdict of the people. He knows that 
within a few weeks after the November 
election, 1806, 15,000 men, idle for a long 
time, were put to work in the window glass 


industry. 
Progress of Industrial Revival. 


Since then, as the revival has progressed, 
instances of advances in wage rates and of 
inoreases in numbers employed have multi- 
plied. The resumption of work in rolling 
mills during the summer in Alabama, Mary- 
land, and Ohio gave employment to thou- 
sands of men. Indeed, in iron and steel and 
industries directly dependent upon the con- 
sumption of iron as material, I have it upon 
authority that there is an increase of at least 
267,000 men employed over the preceding 
year. In addition to this large increase in the 
working forces employed in iron and steel 
and dependent branches, advances in wages 
ranging from 10 to 20 percent have been 
made, and in some cases much greater, as the 
result of wages paid on a tonnage basis. 
Since the passage of the tariff bill the tin- 
plate industry has wonderfully revived, and 
wages in this line have since the summer 
been increased by rates varying from 8 to 12 
and 15 per cent. The weekly output of coke 
at the end of 1897 was more than double 
what it was at the close of 1806, and in the 
Connelisville coke works there has been an 
increase in the number actually engaged 
from about 10,000 to 20,000. A voluntary ad- 
vance in wages by the leading companies in 
the coke industry has benefited thousands 
of men. The advance in the wages of giass 
workers, determined upon at the close of 
the year, is so recent that Mr. Bryan must 
know of it. The pottery 1 — of Tron- 
ton during recent years has Been greatly de-. 
pressed, with many failures, and not half 
the hands have been employed. Wages have 
now been advanced more than 12 per cent, 
and there is a great increase in the number 
of hands employed in this district, to the 
extent at this time of probably 5,000 or more. 
It was made public so recently as last Sep- 
tember, by an official report of the New 
York trades unions, that there was then an 
inerease of 84 per cent in the number of their 
men employed co | with the previous 
year. Near the close Of November last the 
wage scale of the Missouri Pacific and its 
shops at Fort Scott was restored to what it 
was before the reduction of 1893. 


Proof of Prosperity. 


1 have an accurate list of more than 250 
tills, factories, and enterprises that have 
during the last six months resumed work, 
many of them having been idle since 1896, 
when depression became more acute as the 
result of agitation for the free and uniim- 
ited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
“without the aid or consent of any other 
nation.” Most of them have advanced wages 
over the old scale. All of them are running 
full time, most of them double time, and in 
many fires are now never drawn nor the 
wheels stopped, three shifts being required 
to meet the heavy demands. This all indi- 
cates a great increase in working forces. 

Notwithstanding all this Mr. Bryan said: 

“Tf our enemies boast that they have 
buried bimetallism, we point to these wage 
reductions as the weeping willows which 
have sprung up about its temporary tomb.” 

Beautifully expressed, but quite beside the 

int. In the first place, the record is 
against him. Wages have been advanced. 
There are no weeping willows around the 
tomb of bimetallism at which to point. Be- 
sides, his enémies, if he means the Republic- 
an party, are not boasting that they have 
buried bimetallism.. They proclaim them- 
selves its friend; they approve it in their 
platf . The political head of that party 
has bedn active to secure it under the only 
conditions by which it can be maintained— 
namely: international agreement, with open 
mints to both silver and gold. In his efforts 
to inaugurate such a method the President 
heartily supports the principles of his party 
platform, and in his efforts he has the sup- 
port of all the members of his official family, 
innuendoes and déclarations from various 
sources to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Until it can be secured in this rational man- 
ner, we propose to maintain the kind of 
bimetallism we now have, under which five 
hundred millions or more of silver are kept 
on a parity with gold. 


Development Under Present Standard. 


Under this standard practically for sixty 
years, and, according to the Democratic can- 
didate’s admission, for twenty-seven years 
by statute law, this country has developed 
and flourished as no other country hat. That 
weeping philosopher who mourns where he 
ought to rejoice, and exults where he ought 
to mourn, is not satisfied either with the past 
or the present.

I have seen it expand, and I have 
seen not only here, but throughout the 
world, a development in fifty years with 
which no 200 years, nay, no 400 years, of 
the world’s history can compare. I have 
been proud of my blood. I have been proud 
of the American people. What have we not 
accomplished? In all the world there is no 


| history hke ours. We began a feeble folk, 


on the coast, with the great interior filled 
with savages. We began right. We began 
with a declaration that every man is a man, 
and that men are better than money; that 
the great purpose and object of fovern- 
ment is the protection of men. Nobody then 
dared to say that the interests of trade and 
commerce should not give way to the liberty 
and freedom of men. 

“ Gradually we haye grown, until today we 
are the greatest people in the world. No 
other nation has. 70,000,000 homogeneous

“9 It had a unifomity of value, which 
made it the safest standard of the value of 


property which the wisdom of man had ever 
yet discovered. 

“8 Its portability, which made it easy 
for the traveler to carry it about with him. 

“4 Its indestructibility, which made it 
the safest money that people could keep in 
their houses. 

g. Its inherent purity, which made it the 
hardest money to be counterfeited and the 
easiest to be detected, and, therefore, the 
safest money for the people to handle. 

“6. Its superiority over all other money, 
which gave to its possessor the choice and 
command of all other money. 

“7. Its power over exchanges, gold being 
the currency which contributes most to the 
equalization of exchange, and keeping down 
the rate of exchange to the lowest and mos 
uniform point. N 

“8. Its power over the paper money, gold 
being the natural enemy of that system, and, 
with fair play, able to hold it in check. 

“9. It is a constitutional currency, and the 
people have a right to demand it for their 
currency as long as the present constitution 
is permitted to exist.“ 

And it was the Democratic idol, Andrew 
Jackson, who, as President of the United 
States, signed the act whith brought in the 
régime that was “adopted without any 
Party asking for it.” Let us defend the wise 
action thus inaugurated by Mr. Bryan’s al- 
leged political ancestors. 


Gold Standard Since 1884. 


I repeat that in 1884 was inaugurated ihe 
present gold standard. The law which 
brought this result did not formally close 
the mint to silver, but by a carefully ar- 
ranged discrimination it put the penalty of 
financial loss upon whomseever offerad sil- 
ver for coinage at the mints. The effect fore- 
seen by both Benton and Jackson was rcal- 
ized. Silver, being worth more as bullion 
than as dollars, did not come to the mint. 
This was the status in 1878, when the silver 
dollar, then regarded as an ob- 
solete coin, was dropped out of the law. 

But the proposed reforme in our currency 
and banking system are as abhorrent to the 
silver propagandists as the general proposi- 
tion to maintain the present gold standard. 
This to them is a stone ot stumbling, a 
rock of oftense.“ They charge it to be a 
scheme to “ give to the national banks full 
and complete control of the paper money of 
the nation "—dangerous power, but all pow- 
er may possibly be abused. Even milk deal- 
ers who faithfully come each day to our 
doors possess now the same dangerous power 
to withhold their ministrations and starve us 
into obedience to their will. The butchers 
and the bakers are in the same category, 
and yet we are not alarmed about them. The 
motive of self-interest, guiding and compel- 
ling each of these to perform faithfully and 
well his function, operates with an equal co- 
ercive force upon the banker. As all these 
traders live by selling, so the bankers live by 
lending. He cannot stop if he would, and 
within the limits of the law and the estimate 
of his own ability he would not stop if he 
could. It is a strange phenomenon—a people 


very respectable in number and in general in- 


telligence becoming hysterical and excited 
by demagogic outories against the bankers 
as a class, while to the bankers individually 
the same people commit with confident as- 
surance their hard-earned money. 

It is a familiar fact that in ev new set- 
tlement, after the postoffice and the general 
store and the blacksmith shop have been es- 
tablished, the local needs demand a bank. 
When established, the neighborhood is proud 
of it, and in case of need the people wili ex- 
pose their lives to protect it from villainous 
marauders. They recognize in such an in- 
stitution a center where the idle money of 
the community is concentrated to form a 
source of supply for the temporary needs of 
such as require financial aid. It is indisputa- 
ble that in our modern fabric of industrial 
relationship the bank is a factor hardly less 
important than is transportation. Ran- 
roads and ships, indeed, carry the physical 
products of factory and farm, but through 
the hands of the banker pass the instruments 
of credit and of exchange by which all these 
multitudinous products are distributed from 
producer to consumer. 


In Defense of Advocated Measures. 


What fg it proposed to do? The Secretary 
of the Treasury has recommended certain 
measures which he thinks will operate. 

First To commit the country more thor- 
oughly to the gold standard, and remove, as 
far as possible, doubts and fears on that 
point, and thus strengthen the credit of the 
United States both at home and abroad.“ 

If Benton and Jackson were right in their 
estimate of the value of gold as the working 
standard in the United States, then we are 
justified in guarding it against a downfall. 

‘‘Second—To strengthen the Treasury in 
relation to its demand Habilities, in which are 
included greenbacks, Treasury notes, and 
the incidental obligation to maintain on a 
parity, through interchangeability with gold, 
so far as may be necessary, the present large 
volume of silver certificates and silver dol- 
dars.“ 

This must be laudable, if the Treasury 
needs strengthening in these directions, and 
as regards this there is little or no difference 
of opinion among men of judgment and ex- 
perience both at home and abroad. 

* Third—To do this in such a way as not to 
contract the volume of circulation in the 
hands of the people.“ 

Common sense dictates that we guard this 
point. 

* Fourth—To take an initial step toward a 
system of bank note issues without the con- 
ditional deposit of public bonds as security 
therefor. If we prosper as à people, the 
revenue of the government ought to be 
somewhat in advance of its expenditures 
and the public debt of the United States 
gradually reduced and finally extinguished. 
Looking at the question widely, from my 
best point of knowledge and experience, I 
feel that, if these could be secured, the con- 
dition of the government in Its relations to 
the currency would be much safer and 
stronger than now, and that, through the 
operation of national bank note currency, 
the commercial and industrial interests of 
the United States would be greatly ad- 
vantaged.”’ 

The last proposition opens a wide field, 
which I will presently notice, though time 
will not allow me to cover it fully. 

To put the government in a more secure 
position toward its demand Habilities, the 
Secretary proposes to withdraw two hundred 
millions of such liabilities and put them in 
retirement, to be paid out again ofily in ex- 
change for gold, the gold received to be put 
aside and paid out only in exchange for its 
own obligations, and so on adinfinitum. To 
recover these obligations into the Treasury, 
to begin with, something must be given in 
exchange. The only thing the government 
has to give is its time obligation in place of 
its demand obligation, and to effect such an 
exchange interest must be paid. The rate 
proposed is 2% per cent per annum. That is 
the cost for the increased safety, 


Expansion of Bank Note Issues. 


To avoid contracting the circulating me- 
dium it is proposed to encourage banks to 
expand their note issues to an equal sum. 
As the law requires bond security for such 
issues, it is proposed to sell the banks these 
2% per cent bonds at par, or at the market 
price if above eek and to allow them in addi- 
tion to issue their unsecured notes to circu- 
late as money to an amount not to exceed 
20 per cent of their capital against the gen- 
eral credit and assets of the bank. But it is

France—The Bank of France, a private 
corporation, is the la note-issuing bank 
in the world. The notes secured by its assets 
are Umited to 5,000,000,000 francs. The pro- 
portion to be observed between the circula- 
tion and the metallic reserve is Jeft to the 
discretion of the management of the bank. 

Scotland—Currency based on commercial 
paper held by the banks, tho proportion to 
be issued being restricted, so as to insure 
against undue expansion. 

Ireland—Authorized circulation, $34,772- 
000; normal issue, $15,000,000. 

Germany—Authorized uncovered circula- 
tion, $100,000,000; circulation in excess of 
this figure subject to tax of 5 per cent per 
annum; coin reserve in banks shali be equal 
to at least one-third the circulation issued 
and the other two-thirds covered by short- 
time commercial paper. 

Austria-Hungagy—Issue of bank notes 1s 
required to be ured, two-fifths by coin 
and the remaining three-fifths by first-class 
securities, held by the bank, upon which 
coin can be immediately realized. — 

Belgium—Total circulation and other de- 
mand liabilities shall not exceed three times 
the amount of capital held except upon 
authority of the Minister of Finance. 

Switzerland—Banks must hold securities 
readily convertible to 60 per cent of note 
issues. 

Netherlands—Forty per cent metallic ro- 
serve, balance based upon general assets. 

Norway—Notes of the Bank of Norway 
are permitted to exceed its gold fund by 
24,000,000 crowns. Actual circulation. §10,- 
000,000 crowns less than permitted. 

Sweden—Circulation limited to a fixed 
sum, 45,000,000 crowns, plus the amount of 
its credits and accounts current with for- 
eign banks and its metallic reserve. 

Denmark—Twenty-seven million crowns 
authorized, based on general assets to the 
amount of 1% of amount of notes issued. 

The following have furnished in our own 
country successful Instances of the safety 
of a system of bank note issues unsecured 
by the pledge of public bonds: 

State Bank of Indiana~—The bank under 
the law might have notes outstanding to 
double the amount of its capital, minus any 
debts it owed to other banks. 

State Bank of Ohio--Note issuing was pro- 
portioned to capital. A bank might issue 
$200,000 of notes for the first $100,000 of cap- 
ital, $150,000 of notes for the second $100,- 
000, of capital, and so on, and there was es- 
tablished a safety fund of 10 per cent, either 
in specie or in bonds of the State. 

Louisiana—The bank act of 1842 required 
a specie reserve to be held by the banks 
equal to one-third of all Mabilities to the 
public; the other two-thirds to be repre- 
sented by short-time commercial paper. 


Redemption of Bank Issues. 


In all these States the commercial and in- 
dustrial wants of the people were well 
served at moderate rates of interest, and all 
bank issues were at all times promptly re- 
deemed on demand without a dollar of loss 
to the holders thereof. 

Suffolk Bank of Massachusetts—The cir- 
culation of the New England Bank in 1858 
was about $40,000,000, and the redemptions 
for that year in the Suffolk Bank were $400,- 
000,000. Every note, therefore, on the aver- 
age passed through the redemption agency 
ten times a year, or a little less often than 
onceamonth. This frequency of redemption 
not only tested the solvency of the bank by 
the ultimate test of a banking currency, but 
it Kept the circulation constantly adjusted 
to the business conditions. It kept New 
England bank currency for a generation at 
a par with gold, and prevented losses to note 
holders larger than a fraction of 1 per cent 
of the volume of circulation.

There are several influences, each con- 
tributing to these evil conditions with us, 


but an important influence in this direction— 


if not the most important—is the inefficient 
and defective banking system in its provis- 
ions relating to bank note issues. A few 
moments ago I said this proposition opens a 
wide field which time will not allow me fully 
to cover. I cannot dismiss it, however, with- 
out presenting in a concrete form, and by 
the mode of illustration, the economical 
difference which can be perceived to exist 
between these three forms of paper money— 
namely: direct government issues; secured 
bank notes as at present by law permitted; 
and notes issued by banks against their own 
assets in hand. 


Early Banking in Chicago. 


In the year 1836 the City of Chicago was 
incorporated. It had a population of 6,000, 
The postoffice had come, the general store 
had come, the biacksmith shop had come, 
and the many forms of industrial activity 
were in evidence. Ths country beyond was 
filing up with hardy pioneers from the far- 
ther East and from the old world, and more 
and more the little city became the market 
where products and wares were offered in 
exchange. 

About this time there appeared a thrifty 
young Scotchman by the name of George 
Smith, who established a bank under his 
own personal name. He quickly perceived 
the delay, inconvenience, and loss to industry 
and trade through the lack of a money 
which could be made to serve as a recognized 
medium of exchange. His own capital was 
small, and, though brought with him in the 
form of money and yuickly loaned out by 
him to his dealers, it did not adequately meet 
the increasiig need of the ever growing 
community. Now let us inquife what he 
could have done to relieve the situation had 
our present financial methods, as they relate 
to currency, been then in vogue. Could he 
or the community have imported greenbacks 
for their common use? Undoubtedly they 
could, had they possessed some form of cap- 
ital which they could have sent away in 
exchange for such greenbacks; but capital 
was precisely what was lacking. It is al- 
ways lacking in a new and rapidly develop- 
ing community. Note this, also, that if by 
drawing greenbacks from elsewhere they 
had supplied their needs, they would, by so 
much, have disturbed. the before existing 
cquilibrium between goods and the medium 
of exchange at such points from which the 
greenbacks were withdrawn, 

Could not the need have been satisfied by 
national banks with their present privilege 
of bank note issues? No; because national 
bank notes require, as a condition precedent 
to their issue, an investment of capital in 
United States bonds largely in excess of the 
amount of note issues which are permitted, 
and, as before stated, capital was precisely 
what was lacking to meet the development of 
that phenomenal city. Neither greenbacks 
nor national bank notes would have been 
promptly and fully available to meet the 
need of the situation. This ought easily to 
be perceived. Well, was the need met, and 
how? Yes, it was met in a roundabout, 
clumsy fashion, in this wise:.George Smith 
did not have much capital, but his character 
and ability, soon recognized, gave him un- 
questio credit. He acquired a bank char- 
ter previously issued by the State of Georgia, 
which authorized the bank to issue its notes 
to circulate as money without any pa 
|: mitations or conditions, as I now recall the

Superiority of Bank Note Currency. | 


After twenty years or more of great 
service, involving great care and great re- 
sponsibility, for which he was properly well 
rewarded, he saw the darkening shadows of 
the Givil war, and, in the exercise of his 
proverbial Scotch caution, he settled his 
affairs, redeemed every outstanding obliga- 
tion, and left to other banking institutions, 
then quite numerous, such a share of the 
great business he had established as they 
could respectively secure. 

This historical sketch is presented, not in 
the way of approval of the exceptional 
method used by Mr. Smith in uttering the 
notes in question, but in order to present a 
comparison which will help us to see, that 
however economical or expensive green- 
backs may be to the government agency it- 
self; that however safe they or the national 
benk notes may be to the holders thereof, 
a bank note currency, properly guarded, la- 
sued against the general assets of the is- 
suing bank, may de superior to either in 
their service to industrial communities, es- 
pecially to communities in the earlier stages 
of development, where capital is defictent 
und productive industry is hampered 
through the lack of an effective common 
medium of exchange. 

I have already trespassed upon the hos- 
pitality you have here extended. Let me 
close by expressing the hope that out from 
the present misunderstandings and the vio- 
lent discords which now surround the great 
questions relating to our money standard 
and to our currency and banking systems, 
the way of truth and wisdom may be found 
and followed. A land so fair and full of 
promise should not be marred through ig- 
norance and passion, A society under con- 
ditions so favorable to its and hap- 
piness must not be mutilated ond weakened 
by a wiliful disobedience of the economic 
laws, which in the last definition are the 
laws of God.

Mr. Luetgert's 
inability to recall details when under cross- 
examination was one of the strangest 
phenomena of the long-drawn-out trial. 
From the most ready and voluble 
of witnesses on direct examination he be- 
came slow of comprehension, had to have 
questions repeated and explained, and in 
many instances found himself unable to re- 
eall facts which one would think im- 
portant to a business-man. It appeared as 
if he dared not say “no,” was unwill- 
ing to say ves, and took refuge in 
evasions. 

“TI may have done so; if so, the books, 
would show it,”’ he would say. 

The cross-examination was designed to 
bring out in strong relief the defendant's un- 

to answer damaging questions, 
as well as points of character. Important 
eelf-contradictory statements were not se- 
cured, at least they were not apparent on 
the surface, but the State is armed with 
a mass of evidence tending to show that 
Mr. Luetgert. was busy getting as much 
money as possible out of the impending 
ruin of his business months before May 1. 

The weak points of the story told by the 
were emphasized, while the 
greater part of his testimony was not.

his political bailiwick. All is not smdoth 
sailing. with the Alderman from the Nine- 
teenth, and among the hundreds who called 
upon him yesterday urging the fulfillment of 
promises that are old but not forgotten were 
heard mutterings of the discontent that is 
growing greater every day in quarters where 
the lerman has always counted upon re- 
ceiving unfaltering support. 

Many recent occurrences have conspired 
to complicate matters for the man who real- 
izes that he has the fight of his life on his 
hands if he is to win a reélection to his scat. 
During the course of the afternoon a delega- 
tion waited upon him at his Madison street 
saloon, representing a crew of water works 
extension employés recently laid off because 
of the weather. There were fifty-three in 
the crew, and nearly all of them were Pow- 
ers men. Now they want: something to do, 
and look. to the man who has been their 
political prophet to supply their want. The 
consultation was a long one, and with no 
more definite result than a promise on the 
Alderman’s part to do what he could. 


Italians Are Not Placated. 


Another party of -visitors was made up of 
Italians from the Nineteenth, Ward, and 
these were shut up with the Alderman in a 
private room in the rear of the saloon for 
half an hour or more.

Special Assessment bureau almost from the 
time of his coming to Chicago, twenty-nine 
years ago, and from his long and efficient 
service was probably the best known official 
in the City Hall. Although he was an active 
Democrat, his efficiency had kept him at 
the head of the special assessment service 
under Republican as well as Democratic 
Mayors. —— Harrison declared that he 
was without doubt the most efficient official 
in any department belonging to the city gov- 
ernment. 

Since the beginning of his iliness Mr. 
Jones’ position has practically been filled by 
Assistant Superintendent Shehan of the 
Bureay of Special Assessments, who un- 
doubtedly will succeed him as Superin- 


tendent. 
Sorrow at City Hall. 


For seven weeks Mr. Jones had been con- 
fined to the house, and the serious turn 
which higillness had recently taken made 
his death not entirely unexpected. Never- 
theless, when news of it reached the City 
Hall in the afternoon there was a temporary 
suspension of work among the older em- 
ployés and deep expressions of regret. In 
his own department, which had grown up 
under his direction, there was sincere sor- 


row. 

Mr. Jones came to Chicago from Nashville, 
Tenn., to become Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Special Assessments under Mayor 
Mason. He had served all through the war 
on the Confederate side as a surgeon’s as- 
sistant. He was a Southern man by adop- 
tion, having gone to Nashville six years be- 
fore the breaking out of the war from East 
Washington, N. H., his birthplace. 

During Mayor Washburne’s administra- 
tion Mr. Jones was Treasurer of the Peopie’s 
Gaslight and Coke company, but returned 
to the Superintendency of the Special As- 
sessment bureau when Carter H. Harrison 
Sr. became Mayor. During the latter's final 
term Mr. Jones was made Commissioner of 
Public Works. During the last three months 
of Mayor Hopkins’ administration he was 
City Controller. 


Declined to Run for Mayor. 


After the assassination of Mayor Harrison 
Mr. Jones was prominently talked of as an 
opposition candidate to George B. Swift. 
He refused to permit the Democrats to use 
his name, however, and Mayor Swift put 
him back in his old piace of Superintendent 
of the Bureap of Special Assessments. 

Mr. Jones had been Treasurer of the 
Church of the Epiphany for twenty-five 
years, and for several years was Treasurer 
of the church club also. He was a member 
of the Illinois club, and had served several 
terms as its Secretary and Treasurer. He 
left three daughters and a son—Mrs. John A. 
Carr, Miss Cornelia Jones, Miss Anna J ones, 
and Ford Jones—who all reside in Chicago. 

Superintendent Jones was vrobably the 
most efficient officer in the City Hall,“ said 
Mayor Harrison. He was a faithful, con- 
scientious public officer. 
above criticism, and he probably had more 
friends than any man who ever held a sim- 
ilar position in Chicago.“ 

No action was taken last night by the city
